the first three copies, which are to be returned to the buyer, 
no price or value is listed. The export price, in marks, is 
placec on the last three copies. If this price differs from 


that assigned the article by Order 54/46 (Stoopreis), the 
latter must also be listed. The price of the, article v>en 
jast sold abroad, according to ssles made before and a. er 
15 May 1945, as well as conditions of payment, must be named. 
If sales heve not been rade oreviousiy in the purchased: -
